WHEREAS, flooding problems in Fort Wayne and Allen County have 
posed a threat to our residents, economic livelihood, and environmental 
resources since 1913; and 





WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne and Allen County have previously 
supported the Trier Ditch Diversion Plan over other structural measures, 
believing it offered the greatest degree of benefits to the greatest number 
of people over other alternatives; and 
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WHEREAS, the Trier Ditch Diversion Plan was found not to be 
11 environmentally, economically, or politically feasible under current 
12 Army Corps policies; and 





WHEREAS, the Army Corps of Engineers recently met with City and 
13 County officials and listened to concerns about the disbenefits of the 
4 original NED levee construction plan; and 
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WHEREAS, some of the concerns included: protection of the water 
15 filtration plant, encroachments of floodways, and those comments made by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Services (i.e. crib walls, wetlands, setbacks, 
16 dikes); and 

















17 WHEREAS, the Army Corps of Engineers modified NED plan, constructing 
levee heights based on 100 year flood plus three foot of freeboard, in 
18 conjunction with the inclusion of the Maumee River Widening Project will 
19 result in greater protection for all areas studied. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
20 OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT IT DECLARES ITS SUPPORT FOR THE MODIFIED NED 
PLAN OF THE ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS, AND IT FURTHER URGES THE CORPS TO 
21 EXPEDITE THE MAUMEE RIVER WIDENING PROJECT AND ALLOW THE LOCAL SPONSORS 
TO OFFER INPUT IN THE FINAL DESIGN STAGE OF THE MODIFIED NED PLAN.
